The “sovereign state of 
California” could even declare war against 
Chinn or Japan—a th'ng which, judging 
from its recent presa ulterances, would not” 
be too foolish for some ofits leaders, or 
misteaders, ‘Lhe writer of the letter to the 
Timea gays: 

“Yon spenk of California as intrenched 
behind’ the “State rights .conferred by the 
Constitution, State right is not the phrase an 
American would employ, Still less would ho 
spesk of State rights as conferred by the 
Constitution. If they had been conferred they 
conld be withdrawn, and go a way ont might be 
found, But it wad not the Constitution which 
conferred rights upon the States ; it was the 
States, tho original thirteen’ in 1787, which 
surrendered cortuin rights inberent ia each. as 
a sovereign State, aud conferred them upon the 
Federal Government, Those which were not 
surrendered were retained. And each State of 
Jater birth has iu this respect the righis of the 
original thirtean, California is as good as 
Massachuretts. It ie perfectly true that a 
teeaty ia tha snprome law of the land. Bat 
that. ovly brings us back to tho quostion—How 
ig it to be enforced? The machinery ia not 
adequate, The Supreme Court of the United 
+ tates, iv ita’ bewt doys when. Marshall was 
Chiof Justice, doliverod o judgment which the 
then Prosident, Andrew Jackson, disapproved, 
“Well,” said tho President, “Joho Marshall 
has told us what le thiaks the law ia. Now let 
him carry it out.” And even if a case against 
the Sao Francisco authorities were taken into 
a Federal Court aud o ducree obtained, the 
question of giving effect to. that dxerea: wont t 
remain a questio#.

This extract nlone goes some way to 
warrant. our definition of the American

To gelect the Presid- 
ent, “cach State appoints number of 
“electors, equal to (he number of its Senators 
and Representatives (who cannot be electors) 
and they meet al the State capital aud vote 
by ballot, The- ballots are sent to Wash- 
ington, “and opened by the Senatorial 
President in presence of Conpress. But 
even such a thoroughly” representative 
election, evén in the case of a strong man 
like President Rooszvert, leaves the 
" elected comparatively helpless under certain 
circunstances. The Jawa of the State seom 
| to be about as mighty as the Law of the 
states, if * An American Exile” be a- trust. 
worthy witness. He says the “ouly 


sovereign powers which each State has 
surrendered to the general Goverument. Our 
Governmont did not and could not hold itself 
responsible for the acts of New Orleans, nor 
does it for those of San Francisco. It regrets 
them. Whether it can do much more than 
regret is doubtfal.” a 


This, it is evident, is a very awkward 
state of (hings, and the governments of 
Chinn’ and of Japan are most intimately 
concerned. in having it cleared up. Polite 
regrets will not. satisfy either for breaches 
of treaty, and in the case of both, such 
breaches are na probabls'as possible-—in 
fact, they have already been made. It ia 
not fair to them, or to the rest of the world, 
if such a state of things existe.

The current issuo of tho Gazrlédhas o 
comparative statement of the revenue and 
expenditure of the Colony for the period ended’ 
30h September, 1906. At the outsot it is 
satisfactory to note that the actual erpenditnra 
is well ander taat which was estinnted, and the 
ratisfaction would have been increased had ag 
good 4 state of thiuga been found under the 
hoading of. rovonto. ‘The actual revenuo was 
$5,014,109 representing o slight advance on that 
of the samo period in the preceding year, and 
falling rather mora than $2,00°,00) under the 
estimate for 1906, ‘Oa the other hand the 
actual. expontituro amounted to $4,986,164, 
oslight decrease on that for the same period of. 
the precedicg year, and falling by rather more 
than $2,000,00U under the estimate for 1906. 
Of course it will have to be borne fa mind that 
these inoraasvs and decreases are moro. apparent 
than real. Turning now to the heads of 
revenue, we find decreases rocorded in 
two items, mamely: Interest, a decrease 
of $8,267 and water account, $61,089, though 
includirg land gales a further decline of $118,97) 
ia found. Againet’ this total deorrase of 
$188,928, there is 4 totel inéroase of $215,335 
contributed to as follows .—-light dues, $1,771; 
licences oto., $57,302; foca of Court or offloa, 
ete. $31,835; Post Office, $5,326; ° rent of 
Government propsrty, atc, $117,166; mis- 
collaneons recei pte, $3,938. Under the heading 
of expenditure are comparatively few incresses, 
the greatest being foand in Public Works Ex- 
traordinaryand in the Harbour Master's Depart- 
mont, which is probably explained by typhoon 
damages and extra work. In the Judicial and 
Legal Departments there is an inoréase in 
expenditure of almost £5,000, and the Medical 
Departments have absorbed $2,743 moro than 
in the previous year. ‘Ihe other’ column of 
figures reveals o largo number of items which 
have entailed leas expenditure than before, the 
most notable coming under the head of Post 
Office, and amounting to $211,382.. There is a 
decrease of $71,503 in the Military contribution ; 
the Police and Prison Departments havo-been 
run at less cost than last year by $30,644, and 
the miegellaneous services have absorbed 
$45,714 less than in the previous year.

CHINESE GIRL SLAVERY AND THE 
SHANGHAL MUNICIPALITY.

A riot in Shanghai was theatenod as carly 
as July 9h last year (1905) in a Chinese dooa- 
ment, handed to certein members of iho 
municipal council and others, by a league 
of Chinese owners of certain anmentionable 
property, who appended their names, 14 in. 
all, to that doonment. They deprecated ouy- 
thing being done to check their trade, or 
even to regulate it, a3 their Chinese patrons 
“ would express Lhoir feelings in such an uncon- 
trolled fashion ag. to cause great inconvenience 
to the foreign residents of the sottlement” if 
ony measures wore attemp'ed. ot 

Tho aumbor of inmates of the liousos reforre:

Coniste, By Winatox Cnuncnii.. London,

With the Publication of “Coniston” Mr. 
Churchill unquestionably establishes his position 
in tho first rank of Ambrican writers of fiction, 
aud brliys to our bookshelves ono of the atrong- 
est and best novels of the year, His works on 
historical events in the United States attracted 
attention immodiately after being issned, and 
although “ Coniston” cannot be included in the 
sories in which ‘Richard Carvel,” “The 
Crizes” and “Tho Crossing " have appeared it 
is a story of a no loss ongroraing kind, Those 
vivid pictures of American life, those inloresting 
aidelights on history, and those attrnotiro 
charactors so powerfully portrayed ta which we 
have becom accustomed in reading the writings 
of Mr. Churchill are conspicuons in the present 
Work.

power, Meanwhile we are introduced toa Mr, 
Worthington, and owner of mills, president ‘of a 
‘bank ‘and a director of railroads. These two 
are frequently brought together and mandy to 
sperk for themselves with such effect.that ono 
cannot fail to feel and understand the sccret of 
their inluonce, In Jethro, loo, Mr. Churchill 
portrays another sido of the man’s obaracter-—. 
‘his absorbing affection fur an adopted daughtor 
~and this is made the price at which he 
eventually sacrifices the labour of hia life, If 
space allowed it would be fascinating to follow 
the author in bis speontations regarding the 
force of idealism fighting against the force of 
commorcialism ; for this seoms to be the. purpose 
of the work; and what ho bas shown 
'to bo offective in the individual ho 
seems to think will one’ day ‘become 
effective in the State. Tho novel, is 
ono that should be read with cure and thoughts 
fully digested page by page.

REORGANISATION OF BRITISH 
NAVY. 


A“ HOME” FLERT, 


Our telegrams on tha subject are elaborated 
by the following communication made to the 
leet: ¢ 


“Nhe Board of Admiralty have-decided on tha 
following alterations ‘in the distribution of 
Naval Strength : : . 

I.—A distinot Fleet will-be constituted from 
the ships in Commission in Reserve, to be called 
i ome Fleet” under the supreme command 
of a Flag Officer with the status of Commander- 
in-Chief and headquarters. at Sheernoas, bat hia| 
fonctions will not interfere with those of the 
existing Commandor-in-Chief at The Norv.

“Haye you any otter physicion than God?” 
Mra. Elay, being, apparently, somewhat deaf, 
did not quigkly reply to Mrs, O’Brien’s 
question, which waa, therefore, repeated more 
loudly, whoreupou Mrs. Eddy eaid:—' Oh —what 
—oh--I—yes, I lear; no, [ have. no other 
physivian than. God. Tho everlasting arms are 
around and above me, whic! is enough,” Mra, 
Bddy afterwards, with the help.of Ler coachman. 
and a: ourse, stepped: into the oarriage in 
wailing »nd drove off. It is gennrally agreed 
that, although her appearances disproves the 
rumours that she conld not walk-and talk it 
osly indicstes an opproaching collapse, and 
shows that she acted under the suggestion of 
mninds stronger than her own. :
